: As my firfi Attempt in this Nature k not ' 
only cenfupd Bold , but Impudent, by the Mana r 
gers of the Caledonian, Project, fo it has been 
attended with Menaces enough , that 1 (Ifould 
not eat my Chriftmas Dinner . The friend¬ 
ly Advices! I have received of ray Jddden Fate 
don't in the leaf make my. Pen ftagger from 
Vindicating what I have already offer'd to jhow 
the Impracticability of that Trojett, for which 
altho' I am at prefent bajsly cenjiiPd, by drefq- 
lute and keadffrong Party , yet,'Idol ft not of 
receiving the Approbation of the moderate and,. 

A 2 _ judicious: 
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judicious Part of that Nation before the Jubilee 
be over, my Theme being both just, and well 
defign'd to the Proprietors of that Stock, 

1 could have wip'd that this gentle Author, 
who Effects Jo much Moiejly , Senfe, and good 
Manners , had flood by his Text, and had taken' 

• more convincing Ways of confuting what 1 have 
written on the Darien Subject: For, however 
neceffary he thinks it for his Argument to treat 
it and me with Reproach, yet he will gain there¬ 
by bat few. Profelytes to his Opinion: And if'he 
had emplofd his Mathematical Head in difpro- 
ving what 1 have offer'd in Defence of the 
Abdication, with fome of thofe Euclid Demon¬

, confirm ; what I herein affiert, •tis very well known 
to a great many in. Town, that-about Four , 
Months agoe, he prefented'.a Memornl to a 
. certain Scots Perfon of Quality, containing e- _ 
yery Syllable of what-1 have wrote, as likewife 
' fom more which I defign’d/y deft out, becaufe' 

. itfparticularizdd feme- Perfons whom I had no 
’ Inclination to, mention. . 
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He was kept in Hopes of fom Gratification, 
and- 1 believe be might have been eafily com - 
pounded with, but. what I have wrote from his 
own Mouth and Memorial, 1 am fo far from 
difirufiing he will retraft, or can be brib'd,to 
deny, that 1 firmly .believe he gave no Occafion 
' to this Author, to make ufeof his Name torn* 
pofi thus upon the World: And to confirm me 
the more in this Belief, if is not above Three 
Days fince he came to-wy Lodging to acquaint 
me, that a Book was newly publtp'd in Vindi¬ 
cation of the. Damien Settlement , but he had 
not feen it; on which I ask'd, If any Perfons 
had been with him from the Company, to ob¬ 
lige him to pafs from what he hadfaid and 
wrote? to which he anfwer'd, No. I {bow'd 
him the Book and. Pajfage in it, relating to him , 
which having perus'd, he told me, That he wits fo 
far from p'afling from it, that he wonder'd hotv 
that Author jhould be fo confident, ' as fo re¬ 
ly on what he jhould anfiver. : i. 

Pajfage 
relating to Wafer, by which our Authorfub-

vafion which our Author makes ufe of in: the 
i%th Page of his Preface, to clear his Party-of 
thatlmputatiou, Towit; Nor can any with¬ 
out the Renouncing of common Senfe, be¬ 
lieve that the Gentlemen employ’d by the 
Com- 
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Company to. confer and tranfaft with Mr. 
Wafer, could be guilty of ftfchWeaknefs and 
Folly, as to reveal and dete&to him their 
Pefign upon Darien, in that ,the whole Snc- 
cefs of that Undertaking depended entire¬ 
ly upon it’s being kept and preferv’d a ■ 
Secret. If our learned'Author would hot im- 
pute it to brutal Ignorance, to differ in any 
Point front bis Conception of’things, I might 
be allow’d to. deteffi the Weaknefs or Innocence 
of this frong Argument ; and would ask him, 
if at the. Conference between the fame Gentle¬ 
men'and Mr.. Wafer, at Pontaksh, the’ Sak-r 
pB: was not Darien ? 1 would likewife know 
whetjber the Collection of’ Guineas for him ’at 
that: Meeting, was not. to keep him from Dif 
pofing of .hmfelf till they acquainted the Conir 
pany. with his Qualifications to ferve them?- As 
alfo, whether that Articlehn the Contrail, 
whereby ,he received 20 Guineas,.

Space of a Month y till the Company and * 
he Jbould come to Terms for Suppreffing it al¬ 
together 1 Mis evident enough , thfit We Sub- 
Jlance, of that Book or Journal relates, to no¬ 
thing but Darien ; as likewife, that Wrier*s 
Talent as to Projects lay no. where elfeNow 
how. far this Mathematical Argument, of our 
Author will demonflrate Wafer to be a Fool ,, 
and men Lyar, Lfiibmitjt to.Judgment. In 
.the mean Time,, it may. be' worthy: of Remark,

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that this-Faction is not calculated for Lon* 
don or EnglanVf, but for a Country 'where 
Wafer is not-to be feen and fpoken with.

through the .Sides .of that State-Officer . he 
wounds and bullies the ReB (be of what Office 
or Quality they will ) who will prefume to aB 
directly or indireBly againfi the Darien Pro¬ 
ject ; and if a Man dares be fo bold, as to 
whifper his Thoughts, , either publickly or pri¬ 
vately, in Oppojition to it,' he mujj pe mouth'd 
at, and reprefented as an Enemy to one of.His 
Majeftfs kingdoms, and is not ft for the Of¬ 
fice he bears ; as alfo,'that he mufi remember 
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. the Fate of Archbifhop Laud/ and the Earl of 
Strafford. So God ha 1 Mercy Old England. . 

. As to that Part of hisjlandrous Story, where¬ 
in he inf mates, that large Rewards have been 
heftow'don me by that Minifter-, I have Rea- 
i fon to. believe, that the■ Perfons, whom hie calls 
1 Friends,' of thofe State-Comcellors, are only 
feign’d by Umfelf, to make the Story pafs the 
more current: As for my felf, I muft needs 
, own, that when 1 came from Scotland, ’ about 
I Eighteen Tears ago, I brought but little Money 
[with meand what 1 have purchafedftme,, has 
been in Serving the' Kjng: Rut that I either 
, receiv’d' or expelled any mercmary, R ewar.d (as 
our Author: impudently and-malicioujfy infnu- 
ates)I muft tell him,- or whoever elfe fays fo;, 
that, it is a Lye . To reproach me the more, - he 
ogives out , that I was exf sit'd the ' Navy for 
iCrimes and Mifdemeanours, which is lihwife 
falfe, for 1 was neither expelPd Or ever tainted 
with any bafeor mean-Amon: The Reafonof 
my Leaving that Service, is fufficiently known 
to be on the Score of a..Rahcounter I had'at 
Poitfmouth, with the'Commander of the Ship, 
where Iferv'd. 5 Tis true ', the Cloud I was un¬ 
der for fame Months afterwards (being unwil¬ 
ling to ftand the Left of a~ Court Martial) 
induc'd me. the' eafter to* enter into that Com¬ 
panies Service, under the' Notion of going to 
the EaMfidies, and which T was mMe ta- 
citely to believe for aTwelve-month ^afterwards ; 

B but 
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but by what has happen'd it was jumping out 

£ the Frying-pan into the Fire: For after I 
i fervid them in more Stations than one 
(with their Approbation) for the Space of 26 
Months, and proceeded in their private Expe¬ 
dition with Five or Six Months Provifions 
to a Country where nothing was to be feen but 
Death, Ruine, and the Spanifh Mines, Iha- 
vinggot my Belly full of the Project, obtain'd, 
my Difcharge with an ample Certificate from 
the Council of the Cottony: And altho' I was 
Shipwrach'd the very next Day, corning out of 
their Harbour's Mouth, had my - Servant 
drown'd, efcaping very narrowly my felfi be¬ 
sides the Lofs of what I had \ when 1 came to 
England, I was oblig'd to go to Law with 
them in Do&ors-Commons for my Wages, 
where it cofi me more than I recover'd. . 

As for theMeannefs of my Office and Parts, 
■wherewith our Author upbraids me, IJbatt not 
offer much on that Head, that fignifying but 
little to the Subjecl in debate ; We lefs Force 
the fVeaknefs or Meannefs of my Argument' 
carries with it, it is the edjier evinc'd, but 
us there's nothing appears, but flandrons 
Afperfions to confute it, it will bear but little 
Weight with the judicious' Part of Mankind. 
The Qbfcurity of our Author, indeed, fbades 
him from J'uitable Returns to his Compli¬ 
ments ; however, I muff take the Liberty to 
remark that, mtwithfianding he would make

fiem of his Difcourfe is eafily difiover'd to be 
Mr. F—rs, klmoffParagraph by Paragraph,' 
only drejs'd up with a long-winded Pramiumy 
a 0ain of innumerable Tautologies , Paren- 
thefes, and crabbed Abfirufitks, defignedly cal -, 
culated to Crambo, the Reader, out of Tils Senfes ; 
befides, a few .French and/ Civilian Authori¬ 
ties, the Latter of which he might'have kept-in 
his Pocket,- 'till- once the Spanifh Title to Da- 
irien had been fairly confuted: Hepas, indeed, 
left out fime of the fowrejl Parts -of the Origi- 
, ml Book, ■ which reflected on his- Majejiy, ■ and 
the Englifh Government,.buthe 'retains, fiich 
Portions of the fame Venome, that- .notwithi 
flanding his affected Manner linef$-,' and- Dei 
cency, be can't forbear fpurtiug it. out in fe¬ 
ver alP laces, nor from pomtihgiNplaNly and 
diametrically at the Councils., -and'Government 
flf’England, The Threats, indeed , are 'Airy, 
gnd.fi. the lefs worthy of Regard .; yet they 
may;be. look'd upon from■ one who'fits under 
'the Nofe of the fame Government, to be fraught* 
ed.with much more Prefumptioh',. than what's 
offer'd in the Defence of the Scots Abdicating 
Darien, .to dCompany of Merchants. . 

But that I may, vindicate that: Defence from 
any National Ajperfims, whip- thofi Gentle* 
men, who are bigotted to the Darien Projedf, . 
Ipa'd- it with',., and 'whoHvould fiueex^ithgffirlh 



whom it was plainly directed, and apply it to 
the Body of the Nation ; to clear my felf of this 
general Imputation, I mufi refer the Reader 
to the 6th Page of its Epiftle Dedicatory, 
where I particularly caution it to prevent fini- 
ftrous Interpretations. In the next place, I mufi 
detect the bafe and unfair Methods, which the 
Author of The juft and modeft Vindicati¬ 
on ufeth to wrefi, and pervert what I have, 
faid in the Paragraphs, which he cites in his 
Preface to the Reader, The firfi is Page 2. 
where he tells you, That I have affum’d the 
Impudence of averting, that the Motives 
on which the Proclamations were emitted 
in the EnglHh Weft-lndia Plantations, for¬ 
bidding the Supplying, Relieving, andi 
. Affifting the Scots at Darien, or in any 
Parts of America, where they ftiould fettle,! 
was hecaufe the Government of England 
would not be acceffary to an A&, which 
the World might judge to be Felonious. 
Now, that the Reader may judge of this man¬ 
nerly Gentlemans Integrity, I pall rehearfe 
the Paragraph as I wrote it, where there 1 s nei¬ 
ther any mention made of the Englifh Procla¬ 
mations, much lefs of the Englifh Govern¬ 
ment's forbidding, to afflB or fupply the Scots 
in any Part of. America, to wit, Defence oi 
the Scots Abdicating, Pag. 4. Epifl. .Del 
. If you were thus perfwaded {direBIngit ti 
' the Managers of the Qomfany) to run head 
loo[ 
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long on a blind Projeft, at which the Tra¬ 
ding Part of the World ftands amaz’d; -the 
India Companies of England, and Holland 
laugh at in their Sleeve, and the reft of Man¬ 
kind admire,thatPeople in their right Senfes 
lhould.be guilty of, and if the fame fhould 
. mifearryby your own ill Management (to 
fay no worfe on’t) ’tis not fair you fhould 
fnarje at your Neighbours, who have no 
other Hand in your Misfortune, than-that 
they would -not be acceffary to any Act 
which the World might judge Felonious, 
and. wherein.they could not join without 
engaging themfelves in an unreafonable 
War, and in the. End to~aflift you with 
Weapons to break their own Heads. But 
that I may likewifte rehearfe the Paragraph, 
where-1 had Occafton to mention the Englifh 
. Proclamation or Prohibition. . See- the Page 
1 56 . Laying afide the Spanifh Complaint, 
and atlmit the Scotch Company to have 
a. Legal Title to their Settlement, was it 
not reafonable, that the Goverment of 
England having met with the clandeftine 
-Declarations, which the Scotch Cottony 
had fpread all- Over- the Weft-Indies , in¬ 
viting them over toDar-ien; ..fhould.,take 
•fuitable Meafures to prevent the ill Con- - 
Sequences of the fame, and retain their own 
Subjects;: The Declarations are notorious, 
and mult bepenn’d by fome Perfoii belong- 
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ing to the Company or Collony, and I 
prefume the Oppofite Proclamation or 
Prohibition was penn’d by fome Englijh 
Man, who had fome Intereft in the Eng¬ 
lijh Plantations. Now whether our Author 
umbers in his juft and modeftVindication, 
fairly and hone ftly, I fubmit it to Judgment, 
or whether 1 mayrft juftly retort upon himfelf, 
again , that Jlanderous Afperfton relating to 
Wafer, in the 18 th Page of his Preface viz. 
Thatthroughthe Fellows appearinga Lyar, 
or uncandid in one Cafe,hisTeftimony fhouitl 
not be receiv’d in any other whatfoever. 

Nay in the fame Breathy he backs it with 
fuch another Perverfton (altho’ not cjuite fo 
maliciousj and vents his Choller thus , citing 
the 'jth Page of the Epiftle Dedicatory, That 
I Ihould have taken the Boldnefs to add, 
in Terms that are moft flanderous, as well, 
as defamatory, that their Attempt of Plant- ; ' 
ing on the Ifthmus, was their Settling ;a. 
Colony in another Man’s Dominions, un- 
lefs by Virtue of their Presbyterian Tenet ' 
(of Dominions being founded in.Grace) 
the Scots , who are the Prefumptive Elecf,. 
pretend a Divine Right tp the Goods pi 
the Wicked, and fo take upon ‘them to , 
- cloath the Seven Councellors of their Co¬ 
lony, with fuch another Commilfipn as ' 

. God gave the Hebrews, when they depart¬ 
ed out of Egypt . The Injuftice \ which this 
Gentle-;. 
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: Gentleman Mbs me, and, the little Service he 
does his Caufe , is very apparent ; fir 1 don't 
fay, that the Scots are. the Trefimptive EleB 
(there being no fitch Word mention'd') nor do 
, 1 think it. Some Species offbAen, indeed, in 
that Nation are conceited with that Opinion of 
themfelves, but there are feveral Perfons of 
Worth who will not ajfume 'that Title ■ neither 
do 1 direB that Medication to them, but to 
.Directors of the Septs ■ Affrican Company, of 
whom that Sept, who were the Occafion of the 
chief Mifmanagementy are of this vain Kjd- 
ney. As for Harris, whom our .Author cites 
irreverently in the fame Paragraph, I know 
him, 'but D — 1 is fuch a StrangeY to me, 
that I proteft, there’s none of mfiAcquaintance 
1 can think 'of whofe Name begins "and ends 
with- thofe Letters :But that mufi be plac’d to 
the other falfe Notions he .runs. on. 

'.. Our Author thinks fit to cite only one Pafi 
fage-more of. The Defence of the Scots Abd. 
,pag.i6. That juft as the Scots Companies 
jBooks were opened at Amfterdam, for re¬ 
ceiving Subfcriptions to their Capital Stock, 
the Dutch EaJt and West-lndia Companies 
run open-moutb’d to the Lords of Amfter¬ 
dam, fhewing what was hatching by die 
Scotch Commifiioners in their . City, to 
Tui'ne the.Tr'ade of the United Provinces. 
The Gentleman thinks fit to own this to be 
true, defignjng to make Two . .neceffjtry Vfes- of 
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it ; the frU. is calculated for the Proprietors of 
the Scots Aftiican Stock, as the Printing and 
Reprinting of tbe'Houfe of Commons Addrefs 
to theKJng , of the Tear i6g6, ^Edinburgh, 
was to inf mate the Fafinefs of the ProjeB, 
and the Riches that were to be acquired by it, 
when fitch Foreign People opposed it: But that' 
none of thofe may be deceiv'd by the Vfe he makes 
of that Paragraph, I must acquaint them in 
port, that if thofe Dutch M en had known the 
Scotch Companies Project to be on Darien, I 
dare fay, they, would not have taken fuchMea- 
fures to opjiofe them, the other Vfe our Au¬ 
thor makes of this is, to. fow fome malicious.. 
Seeds of diftrust among the People of England, 
and to calumniate His Majefiy and his Coun¬ 
cils, as if thofe were altogether calculated for 
a Dutch Interest. This Mathematical Polk 
tician, both here and every where elfe, when 


jefiy and his Government, preuds hisAfperp- 
ons under a Religious and Well-meaning Canv ¬ 
as if they were the Apprehenfions and Defigns ~ 
of other People, and not of himfelf 

This modeft Author excufes. himfelf from re? 
plying any Thing to the Argument-part of what 
hot been offer'd againft the Darien Project, it , 
being fully obviated-and anticipated by' this . 
Book of his, which he fays was- 'antecedehilf ; : 
written on that Subject: How far this is true, 
let any M an (who will have the Patience, or 
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punifh himfelf’ to read, it ). determine. 'Tis. 
pity that-it jhould have lain Jo long in Em-< 
brio, and not feenthe Light, till now moft 
People -are confirm'd of-an adverfe Opinion of 
the Project, not becaufe it is like to enrich that 
Company, and Nation, but becaufe there’s a great 
Deal of good Money fquander'd away, which 
might have been better employ'd.Neither can 
that Judicious part of Mankind '(to whom he 
recommends his Booky find any more in it of 
Subfiance than what is already, and lefs barba- 
roufiyexprjs'd in the Original, which this eter¬ 
nal Pdrenthefer has only Paraphras'd upon, with 
apedantick Accumulation of SynonimousWords 
and Repetitions, and has' no ways mended it ■ 
unlefs he thinks, it a firong Way of Arguing, to 
brawl a Man. out of his Reafon \ which, in my 
Opinion, fuits better with Billingfgate; than 
the Aula. 

But to proceed on the Vindication of my de¬ 
fending the Scots Abdicating Darien, ImaB 
tellyou, that the Motives which pujb'd me on 
to it, were quite different, from thofe of this 
modefi Author, or fome more particular Per- 
fons, who, beftdes the Noife themfelves make, 
may rather'encourage than endeavour to. crujh 
the Clamours of others, it being, a Topick war¬ 
ranted by Precedents -, whereby Money has been 
got, and may f ill, if it be well manag'd, altho' 
perhaps, little-of it may. come to'the Share of

Defence of the Scots Settlemen at Darren, 
which my Duty oblig’d me to as a Subject, and 
Jo long a Servant of His Majefly and the Eng- 
lifh Nation, ■ that what Bread I have eat thefe 
18 Tears has been theirs, favemy Caledonian 
Allowance, during that Service, 'and .my Trip 
to.

amongft reafonable and unintereffed Men, 
but that they fhould take as much Pains to 
be Mafters of.it, and retain the fame, as 
either Mexico., or Peru, by Reafonit is the 
Thorough-fair, and Road by which all 
their Treafure and Riches from the South . 
Sea are convey’d over-to their Galleons 
and Flota’s, on the North Sea, and fo to 
Europe. , ’Tis very odd,' that this Gentle¬

implies the Ufe which the Spaniards (not 
newly, but ofalong Date) have made of it. 

After all, I muft tell, that Capt. Andrews 
had no Hand in this Murder, but Ambrofio, 
who came with his Gang from his Habita¬ 
tion (which is above 40 Miles diftant) and 
treacheroufly furpriz’d them. Neither is it 
to be imagin’d, that the Spaniards (who are 
very Wary and Politick) can be thought 
to be guilty of fuchWeaknefs, as toexpofe 
fo fmall a Party amongft Indians , their 
Native Enemies, but rather that they 
thought that Party fecure enough in a 
Country which was under their Obedience, 

So much I have offer’d to demonftrate 
the Spanijb Inheritance: As for their Title 
by Marriage, ’tis evident enough, that the 
King of Spain has more Subjects bom of 
Indian (befides Moorifh) Mothers in Arne-, 
■rka, than he has of Spanijb in Europe : Nay, 
-if if were not for the Liberty which is gi¬ 
ven the Spaniards to marry with the Indians. 
'and Moors, it were impoffible they could 
plant and inhabit thatvaft Continent; and 
’tis well enough known, that this Progeny 
of the Spaniard: is of moft ufe in defending 
thofe Countries, and retaining them under 
•theObedience-and Subjection of Spain. 

As for-die Donation of. Prince or People, 
I don’t pretend to know the Spanijb Ameri¬ 
can Archives and Regifters, more than our 
Author 
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Author can prove the Contrary. I pre- 
fume the Spaniards have more to fhow for 
their Inveftiture, than the Caledonian Coun- - 
cil has brought home with them; Only ■ 
this I can be pofitive in, that thefe Darien's 
acknowledge, that they have had nOHead 
or Emperor of their own Nation, for above 
thefe 150 tears, which may be reckon’d 
to be about- the Date of the Spaniards. 
Settling there; and if I am not miftaken, 
the Colonies Journal (altho’ caiitioufly 
enough calculated) acknowledged! the. 
fame/. 

As for Conquell: (he fays in the fame Pa- 
Tagraph, Page 4.) 'Tis ridiculous to alledge 
it , fwce the Dariens are in actual Pojfeffion 
ofthein Liberty, and were never fttbdrdd., nor 
receiv'd any Spanifh Garrifon or. Governour ' 
amongfl them. The laft Author who para- 
phrafeth on him, alferts likewifethat tiiofe 
Captains are all fovereign andindepende'nt 
Princes, but coming clolfer to the Text, 
tells'us, from Purffendorf and the Civilians, 
Page 73..(making the Suppofition bf their

and Dominions, astohisPeninfula, .where¬ 
in Fort St. Andrew hands, if he can but let 
his Foot there, and perfwade the Indians 
to revolt; fmcehefo plainly fays, that the 
. Spaniards made an unjuft Invalion and Con- 
queft over the American Princes and King¬ 
doms, which no ways obliges them to pay 
Fealty, or continue in their Obedience long¬ 
er than they find it in their Power to free 
themfelves from the Yoke. He fouls Pa¬ 
per enough in Preaching up this Do&rine, 
altho’ it Sad been Time enough Seven Years 
• hence,' when the Caledonians had furer 
Footing on the Ifibmtts : But altho’ thole 
Civilians allow him fuch Liberty of Con¬ 
fidence, yet he wifi find fiome prevailing 
Arguments in the Treaties between the 
King of Great Britain and Spain to curb 
him, which out-balances his Civilian Au¬ 
thorities., Sp that we muft. agree-to fuffer 
. the King of Spain to be Conqueror and. Ma¬ 
tter of thole Parts of America , efpecially 
where he has Cities, Forts, Garrifons and 
Mines. _ ■ 

But to return to the original Author, 
who fays, that it is ridiculous to alledge 
any fuch Title to Darien, where the Na¬ 
tives are in actual Polfeffion of their Li¬ 
berty.

Tis well enough known, , 
the, Spaniards have Mines in feveral "Parts 
of that IftbnWy and fome not above ’ 12 
Leagues from the Collony, without any 
Guard, fave the Overfeers'and other Ne- 
ceifary Affiftants to keep the Negro's to 
Work. 

I can’t underhand how thofe Dariens 
can be faidto enjoy their. Liberty, where 
there are f ;fo many Cities, Forts arid Gar- 
rifons to curb them. ’Tis very unaccoun¬ 
table, that his Warlike Prince, called^-' 
brofio, fliould live fo occultly, as not to 
have a ; , Path to his Royal Pallace, but 
that from'the Capital Pott of his King¬ 
dom a Man muft wade Eleven Times 
through the fame River, up to the Middle, 
and brulh through Thickets, whpfe Twigs 
have npt been cut nor prun’d fince the Cre¬ 
ation, before he can conle to his Wigwam' 
City/'altho’it knot above an Hour’s Jour¬ 
ney, if the Road were beat and e v en, Am- 
brofio and Diego have indeed pils’d jin the 
Pumpdale, and both live pbfcurely with, 
may be, 50 or %o in their feveral Gangs, 
whom a Dozen of Men, with Fire. Arms 
would foon reduce, if it were ^olfibje to 
ferret them out. 



As for Wafer and Dampier whom put, 
Author add uces, - Page 4. for his Evidences, 
neither of thefe pretend to know Diego or 
Ambrofw , Damper having.only crofs’d the 
Jfihmus and Wafer ftaid not above Three.
